8. G. Goard is the gentleman con- 
cerned. He is adiver in the 
Taikoo Dockyard, having come 
out to the Colony some seven 
years ago. Diving was the call- 
ing which attracted the attention 
of Mr. Goard whenaboy. It is a 
romantic’ dare-devil game, sur- 
rounded » with glamour. and 
mystery and credited with risks 
demanding the most sensational 
deeds of derring do. ~ 

Mr. Goard has had 15 years’ ax- 
perience as ‘a “diver and in his 
time has carried out many im- 
portant and risky gperations. It 
may, be recalled: that about five 
years ago he was sent to salve the 
Matsura Maru on the Paracel 


'| Reef, about 400 miles from Hong- 


kong, and this was the fitst vessel 


“T known to be successfully salved 


from that terrible menace to 
tmariners. - But this is only-one 
of many dangerous jobs -which 
Mr. Goard has carried out. The 
record depth for any diver is 180 
feet; Mr. Goard’s furthest depth 
js 110 feet. His longest stay 
without coming to surface is eight, 
hours. .

Asa market for British goods 
China hea for many Fears oc- 
cupied a position of extreme im- 
portanee, and the etetus of the 
trade in this country when peace 
is finally signed is exercising 
many of the commercial intel- 
lects. Weare on the threshold 
of a great indystrial revalution in 
China. The British have splen- 
did trade traditions in China an 
if due preparation is made, British 
trade ought to’ increase very 
materially in the near future. 
In- view of the fact that the 
British Government proposes 
to accelerate demobilisation and 
has already removed a number of 
restrictions on exports, it. is 
evident that more or less complete 
freedom will shortly be assured 

_|for overseas trade. It is, therefore,

manufacturers, merchants and 
shippers in the United Kingdom

the export trade which had to be 
suspended on account of the war, 
but also to utilise our resources 
to the utmost. If the nation isto 
pay for the war, big production is 
necessary. <A comparison of the 
values of the United Kingdom’s 
export trade in 1913 and 1917 
shows a slight increase in the 
latter year. the figures, being, 
in 1913, £525,200,000 and- in 
1917, £527,100,000. But, as the 


.| Board of Trade recently pointed 


out, this increase is solely due to 
a great advance in prices, and 
the exporr tonnage showed a 
great decline, from 92 million tons 
in 1913 to just over 44 million 
tons in 1917. As this latter igure 
included war material exported 
tovour ‘Allies, it is difficult to 
estimate the actnal decrease 
which occurred in the export of 
ordinary articles during the 
period under review. .

In the case in which two 
Chinese women were charged 
with kidnapping aud harbouring 
a Chilian girl, and which again 
came up for hearing before Mr. 
RE. Lindsel! this morning, Mr. 
A. E, Wood, of the Secretariat 
for Chinese Affairs, said that as 
regards the charge of harbouring, 
it fell through on account of the 
fact that the girl was brought to 
Hongkong by = the second 
defendant, with the full 
consent of the girl's mother 
sometime about the seventh moon 
of last year. She was kept in 
Hongkong for three months and 
then brought back to the mother. 
On the second occasion when the 
girl was in Hongkong, she 
was sold to’-the second de- 
fendant by the first defendanr. 
As regards the $370 which was 
said to have been paid for the 
girl, there was no evidence to 
put before the Court. 

Mr. M.K. Lo, for the defence, 
said that, in fairness «to 
the defendants, he would 
bring a few facts to the notice of 
the Court. On the second occasion 
when-the first defendant brought 
the girl to the Colony, the ‘inten- 
tion was not to find work for her, 
as been. the case on. 
the. first occasion, but to 
find for her a husband. After an 
unsuccessful attempt in this direc- 
tion, the first defendant went to 
the second difendant, and secured 
a loan of $370 for the girl's 
family. the security being the

DAYLIGHT CULT IN SHANGHAL 


A SUMMERTIME SCHEME, 


Three weeks from to-day (say 
the N.C. Datly News of March 
10) Shanghai firms employing in. 


Why not all? 
When the scheme was - first 
mooted three years ago, itwas re-

The difidence. however, 
felt by the few firms who made 
the first plunge soon - vanished, 
and none of them now would go 
back willingly to the old fashioned 
hours. 

The scheme does not aim, as at 


‘Hume. in changing the cloex 


lime in any way, which would 
Cause too much confusion in a 
port like Shanghai, one of whose 
rincipal units of the community 
: of shipping people, whose 
altered. THe 
“daylight saving" is also 
somewhat of a misnomer. From 
Aprilto September the bhsiness 
office in Shanghai, whatever its 
hours, is open only during, day- 
light. So as far as business goes, 
no ecor i> effected in the 
lighting bill, a~ may be inferred. 
The great advantages of early 
hours lie in the fact that, whereas 
at Home outdoor recreations can 
be indulged in during the summer 
month up to 9'o'clock in the even- 
ing. in the more southerly‘latitude 
of Shanghai there is much less 
variation between the hours of 
daylight and darkness during the 
summer and winter. , . 
“In brief, the scheme is simply 
to add-an hour. to the morning's 
work and to take it off the after- 


Temaining the same. Instead, 
therefore, of a 9to 12 and2to 5 
day, it is suggested that from 
April 1 to September 30 office 
hours be 8to 12 and 2to04. The 
chief advantage to the employer 
is in the greater efficiency of’the 
work: while the employee, in 
return for an extra hour in the 
morning session, receives an 
extra hour in the late afternoon 
that hé can devote to whatever 
recreation he favours.

FINANCING TRADE. > 


The Report has been published 
of the important Committee 
appointed in. November, 2927, 
and presided over by Sir R. 
VassarSmith, the chairman of 
Lloyds Bank, to inquire into the 
provision of. financial facilities 
for trade after the war, and how 
far the resources of the existing 
banks and financial institutions 
many require supplementing 
for this purpose. It is ca 
document which deserves to 
be, and doubless will be, 
studied. with every attention, 
alike by the business world, the 
Goverament, -and economists 
generally, although, coming out 
as it does at a. moment when 
many of the conditions of the 
period on which we are about to 
ehter are still so uncertain, it can 
do little more than point a little 
roughly and vaguely.to the lines 
of policy recommended. The 


| Report was signed as recently as 


Kovember 21, so that publication 
has been distinetly more prompt 
than in the case of that of Lord 
Cunliffe’s Committee on after-war 
problems of currency and banking, 
to which it forms an essential ap- 
pendage. It will be noticed, how- 
ever, that it agrees with Lord 
Cunliffe’s Committee in laying 
Stress on as early a return as pos- 
sible to the restoration of an 
effective gold standard as the oaly 
proper check on undue expansion 
of credit, and on the necessity 
of taking steps to reduce to more 
normal proportions the actual 
inflation of credit resulting 
from war conditions.. The Report 
alsa ermphasizes,as Lord Cunliffe’s 
Committee had done, the 
desirability. of Sate. borrowing 
being stopped as soon as this can 
be managed, since it must compete 
adversely with the raising of new 
capital for private enterprise; but 
it points to the new habits of 
saving, especially among the 
small investors, that have result- 
ed from the appeal of the 
State for loans during the 
war, as “a hopeful sign for 
the future, when such savings 
should be directed to financing 
the increased ‘capital require- 
ments of trade ‘and industry. A 
suggestion, moreover, is made in 
this Report in this connection, 
which Would carry e step farther, 
in a very interesting way, the 
profit-sharing schemes already 
familiar in various businesses, by 
which the wage-earners “have 
themselves, as shareholders, 
a stake in their success. 
This is that, since it is 
one of - the Committee's 
recommendations that not 
only should the share capitals of 
the banks be increased (a thing 
which is. already being done), but 
also those of the leading industrial 
concerns, in order that they may 
develop new lines of, allied enter- 
prise, it would be a good thing if, 
in the latter case, “a portion of 
“any such new issue-of shares ofa 
“ preferential character and giving 
“a good return in dividends were 
“yeserved for their workpeople.”

HOW IT WILL AFFECT 
_ THE-BAST. 


One of thes amany changes |" 


which we may see in the East 
hereafter, says GB. Leicester in 
Shipping and Engineering, will 
undoubtedly: ocour when the 
aeroplane arrives; the carriage 
of mail and passengers must 
eventually conte to be an every- 
day matter. ‘ 

During the war the aeroplane 
proved its great usefulness by 
carrying hostilities to. a most 
bitter extreme, one country 
against ganother. Now that Ger- 
many has received the coup de 
grace, and the war ended, the 
aeroplane will become a useful 
factor in the commercial enter- 
prises of the future. 

In Europe, the question of 
arranging an aerial service, con- 
necting countries and continents, 
is under the consideration of the 
various governments. Experimenta 
are taking place and a general ad- 
vancement made on all subjects. 
Routes have been mapped out, 
and aerial stations are in the pro- 
cess of construction. Mail services 
in some instances are already in 
vogue. International passenger 
services we may expect to see 
established during the course of 
the next few years. This means 
of travel, evidently, will receive 
the approval of all classes. Just 
imagine we people of Shanghai 
spending our week-ends in 
Landon. A few years back this 
would have seemed an im- 
possibility but now 

Up to the present we have not 

heard of any general movement 
under consideration in' Shanghai 
for the purpose of floating an 
Aerial Business Combine though 
the ‘difficulties of such an under- 
taking are not so vast as they at 
first appear to be. First 
hand experience and information 
can easily be . imported 
from Europe and contracts 
could be obtained from . the 
Chinese Government for the car- 
riage of mail. Passenger services 
would. be opened up with the 
various important centres of 
China. Theestablishing of aerial 
stations would not be a difficult 
matter, when once we had the 
materials for construction. Also 
it is to be expected that such a 
company would. receive financial 
assistance from the Government 
lof China. 
. An aerial company that is 
floated now must eventually 
become a most profitable concern. 
Once an agreement has been 
entered into with the Chinese 
Government concerning the ques- 
tion of sole rights of operation, 
ete. it is going to be a hard task 
for any kind of active opposition 
to set in from outside spheres. 
We can conclude that first in the 
field will eventually control all 
flying interests in China.

In the 
reconversion of works from war 
production to peace production, 
the ability of any firm to meet its 
requirements mainly depands on 
its reserves, atid in the case of a 
large number of old-established 
firms whieh have been engaged 
on the production of war materials 
since the war started they 
consider that ample reserves 
have been accumulated out of 
profits. Both’ in their case: 
and also in that of firms which 
have turned to war work only at 
a later stage, and, have been 
harder -hit by the higher scale of 
taxation, they expect the banks to 
be able to offer whatever addition- 
al credit facilities are reasonably 
required. In coming to this con- 
clusion, however, the Committee 
look forward toa more actively 
discriminating as well as 8 more 
“ adventurous ™ policy on the part 
of the banks, and we feel confident 


srould-be. A company operating 
both aerial liners and sea-going 
commerce could at once commend 
a far larger field than if confined 
to sea interests alone.
